Free Blacks in the United States—Probable
re-enactment of the Slavery Laws in the
Northern States.

The question of the probable future con.
dition of the free blacks of this country is
beginning to force itself upon our black re-
publiean- nigger-worshippers, and causes
them no little trouble. We reptint in an-
otber column, from the Philadelphia North
American, an article on this subject, which
looks the question in the (ace and acknowl-

. edges the dilemma.

t is found that the free negroes are both
improvident sud lazy ; that in the Atlantic
States they are being graduslly but steadi-
ly driven from those class employments,
such as coachmen, servants, barbers, ete.,
which were onee considered as belonging
peculiwily to them ; that in the Slave States
they have come to be looked vpon as a
danger, throngh the continued efforts of the
abolidonists ; and that in the new States
of the Weat, even In those where the most
diverse political sentiments rule, there is
so great reluctance on the part of tha peo-
ple to have them settle, that it bns become
a rule, in Iraming a conrslitution, to prohib-
it their residence in the State, Through
the operation of these influences the free
negroes, as a class, are becoming daily
wore helpless amongst us, and in view of
the impossibility of their counteracting
them, and making he: dway for themselves,
they must eventuully become a burden up-
.on tha resources of society. Th
the humanitatiaus have failed to? improve

~—ivetr-eondition By the abolition of domestic
slavery, and have demonstrated the fact
that something more than the removal of
political and social disabilities is necessary

10 improve the condition of the negro.
‘These results flow from natural cavses.

Created to reside beneath the burning sun
of the tropies, through a bountiful provision
of natare the negro has not been erdowed
with toe active and iever-subject barin of
the white man. In his native clime the
earth produces spontaneously, and in some
instances, as in the case of the plantain
and banana, without rotation of seasons,
the fruits necessary for his sustenance.—
His major wants being thus provided for,
he has no need of, and does not possess,
the provident faculty. ‘The diffosion of
racea over the earth, through the growth of
commerce and the multiplication of the
wants of civilized society, has carried him
to other regions and climes thgn those of
his native Africa. In some of these, as in
Hayti and others of the West [ndia Islands,
having acquired the eontrol of the social
organization through the preponderance of
numbers, he has relapsed (rom the cultiva-
tion which the supervision of a superior in-
tellect had given him, to very nearly, il not
quite, the natural state of Alrican barbar:
ism. Where he bears sway the white ele-
ment of suciety has dwindled or died out,
and his industry has limited itsell to gath-
ering the natural productiens of a genisl
clime.

When the causes above cited have car-
ried him te other than tropicrl climates, ae
in thie country, where florethought and a
provident watchfulness are necessary to

ard from want doring the rotation of the

ons, the condition of domestic slavery

gave him to the providence ol a more aca
t.ve intellect. In the Northern States we
have deprived him of this by abolishing
slavery. At first, this act seemed so be a
boon to the negro. Oar population was
sparse, and he found employment in domes
tic service and several of the minor occu-
pations which were within the range of his
intellectual eapacity. But as population
has become more dense, he has been crowd.
ed out of most of these by the competition
ol the superior race. I'he nataral result of
a steady descent in the eocial scale has at-
tended him, and when our population
doubles und trebles, as it will In a [ew gen
erations, the condition of the free negro
among us must become degraded in the
extreme. Deprived by the far.sighted leg-
islation of the new States of the possibility
of migrating to thinly settled regions, he
can only resign himsell to his fate, and be-
come a pauper in our midst.

In the Seuthern States, wirere slavery
still exists, the contrary resul} attends the
future of the negro race. There we find it
not only increasing in numbers, with etrides
equal (o thoge of the white race, but be-
coming every day a more valuable element
of the social organization. The intimate
association with the superior race, to which
it is admitted through family servitude, not
only improves its moral tone, but increases
its social capacity through enforced educa
tion. So true is this, that the negro com.
maunities of Liberia and Hayti, in seeking
emigrants in this country, give a marked
prelerence to slaves that have been manu-
mitted after reaching the age of matuuity.
And it is'not alone the free negro commu-
nities that confesa the advantsges that ac-
crue to the negro in servitude. Both here
and in the Spanish-American countries
where slavery etists, the negro glaves claim
a superiority ovur the free blacks, and con
stantly exhibit in their social intercourse a
contempt for them. Under the operation
of these influences the statesman and the
social economist can contemplate without |
alarm the progressive doublings of the four
willions of negro slaves now existing in
our Southern States; while those of a few|
hundred thousands of free blacks in the|
Northern States awaken afeeling of alarm. |

The logical deduction Irom these fucts|
is, that the Northern States will return to
the ensctment ol the laws establishing ne-|
gro slavery, and sell all the free negroes in- |
to family servitude. Humanity will de-
mand this, to preserve them from being re-|
duced to a etate of degradation terrible to/|
contemplate, by the increasing competition
of the white race. Policy will require it to
gave the community from the burden of
bundreds of thousands of able-bodied pan-|

pers which can make no headway of them: |

selves. The negro himsell will ask it, in
order that he may be restored to that con-
sideration in sociaty to which he is entitled
asa man. T'hey will then be absorbed in-
19 onr families pgain as servants, mashanics

and husbandmen, and will be relieved from
that kocial ban which now attends them in
consequence of their doubtful position and
incrensing degradation.

Douglas well knowe, and so
does hie friends, that the South does not ask for o
slave code—that it only nsks for thal protection
for ilssluve properly in the Territores, that is ex
tended to all other property by the Federal Gov-
ernment. it requires no eode to protect other
property in the Territories, and it ought lo re
quire none to protect slave property, The con
stitution and the lawe of Congress organizing
Territorial Goverrments, already extend thesame
protection Lo elave prapeity, thut they G to any
other species of property in the Territories, and
Territorial Tegislatures are bonnd alike to profect
the one as the other. The Supreme Court has eo
construed the provieions of the two former and the
obligations of thie latter, and all the slave owners
ought to ask, is, that the Territorial Legislatures
Lttt conform to obligatidns. The southern
States have not asked for, nor will not ask fora
Congressiona] slave code for, the Territories—
They have not asked Congress to legislate slavery
into the territories, for the costitution earries it
there, and protects it there to (he same exlent
that it does any other species of property : and it
is a8 much the duty of the Federal Government
to protect it there, as it is Lo protect swy-#ther
species of property.

Neither bas the South ever objected to popular
sovereignty It is universally conceeded that any
and all Territories, when authorized by Congress to
form a State Government, have the right, the pop+
ular right, fo recogniee property in slaves or nof,
and that this exercise of popular sovereignty is no
bar to their admission ioto the Union, But the
right of a Territory while nnder the control of
Qongress, and before it has Leen authorized to
form o State Government, to interfere with the
rights of property by failing to legielate ur by vu-
friendly legislaiion, can never be conceeded by
those who kno v what the constitution is, and are
willing to obey its injunctions, The exerciee of
such functions by a Territorial legislature would
not bie an act of popular sovereignty, bul ene of
equalter sovereignty, al war with the constitution,
with Congress, and with the Sepreme CGourt, and
it is the restraint of such unanthorized and revo
Iutionary mensures that i asked of Gongrees by
the South. Why did the Pederal Government
send troops into Kansas, but to westain this un-
lawful exercise of squatter soveveignty ! If in a
Territory, and while under the jurisdiction and
sontrol of Congress the might of a mob‘e right,
why has every depaitmant of the government ex-
erted itself t~ nroteet the minority in the Terrilo-
ries? DBut that a Territory has the vight before
it ia authorized to beeome a State, by cither re-
fusing to act, or by unfriendly action lo interfers
with the rights of property, 1 loo preposterous to
be seriously contended for,

Now placa Mr. Douglas upon his true platform,
the advocate of Lhis preposterous right, and we
feel that the Edgefield Advertiser will diop bim
like a hot brick.

And for this small pil.l+uue, the
students have all the advantages of the yery best
and most enceeszful instrnelors that be ob
tained ; with an opportunity of studying all the
branches taught in our best Academiea
